Regarding claims 1, 7, the applicants have presented persuasive arguments, see 
pages 1 1 -1 2 of the response filed on 2/5/2009 that the cited prior art of record fails to 
disclose or suggest a distributor/a plasma system comprises a limitation of " wherein 
said first square waveguide comprises a first guide wall which projects from the other a 
second narrow wall toward the communication hole and guides the electromagnetic 
waves propagating in said first square waveguide toward the communication hole, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 , 7. Regarding claims 12,13,14, 
the applicants have presented persuasive arguments, see page 16 of the response filed 
on 2/5/2009 that the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a distributing 
method/a plasma processing method/a process for fabricating a LCD comprises a 
limitation of "wherein in the first step, the electromagnetic waves propagating in the first 
square waveguide are guided toward the communication hole by a guide wall/a first 
guide wall which projects from the other a second narrow wall of the first square 
waveguide toward the communication hole, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 12, 1 and 14.
